he sixth and last of the series of Lenten 
Musicales in Christ church will be given on 
Palm Sunday at 4.00 p.m. Theodore Dubois’ 
well-known cantata, “The Seven Last Words | 
of Christ,” will be sung by an augmented 
choir of fifty voices. This cantata is so famil 
iar to the musical public that it 1s rarely nec 
essury to remind music lovers of its great 
beauty. The dramatic sweep of the great | 
choruses in the First and Fifth Words has 
seldom been equalled in musical literature. It 
takes very little imagination of the musical 
mind to grasp the scorn, the jeers, and the 
hatred of the mob which gathered before 
Pilate and later surrounded the Crucifixion as | 
it is vividly portrayed in these two choruses. 
The quiet beauty of the choruses which 
accompany the solo voices in the Second, | 
Third, and Sixth Words are marvels in tonal

The choir will be assisted by three popular 
local soloists: Mrs. Alfred R. Harris, soprano;

There 
seems no really valid reason why the 
state house advice should be limited to | 
rolling equipment alone; extraordinary 
expenditures, whether they be vehicular 
machines for the Board of Public Works | 
or stationary machines for the assessors 
would all seem to come under the same 
general principle. 


| 


The finance committee can't possibly 
know whether proposed expenditures 
are wise or not. They do not have 
sufficient contact with the everyday 
workings of the town government; all 
they have as the basis for their decisions | 
is the word of the official involved. Then 
they add up the budget estimates, and if 
| the total gives a loo high tax rate, they 
look around and cut out the increases, 
despite the fact that the increases might 
be more worthy than some of the expen- 
ditures that were allowed the year be- 
fore. Efficient government does not 
come this way, and it is to the finance 
committee that the town really should 
look for efficient government. 

But if an advisory group were ap- 
pointed from the finance committee to 
sit in with the seleetmen when the 
weekly warrant is under discussion, that 
group would be able to tell the main 
committee just what is being spent and 
why. If they felt that the expenditures 
were unwise, they could go to the officials 
involved and ask why they felt that the 
particular expenditure was necessary. 
/If it is necessary the officials can tell 
ithem why; if it isn’t necessary, the 
finance committee can cut that depart- 
ment’s budget as it should be cut at the 
next town meeting. 

If the town felt that the finance com- 
mittee were making more than a cursory 
examination of town finances, its opin- 
ions would be far more respected at town 
meeting than they have been in the past. 
Certainly, the finance committee today 
is not functioning to its best advantage. 


rhe voters of the town in general do 
not know what they are voting for when 
they vote on the regular budget. The | 
departments do not usually submit 
detailed budgets to the people, and as a 
result the voters usually appropriate a 
lump sum of money to be spent by a 
particular board in any way that board | 
sees fit. There are arguments for that 
procedure; it at least shows that the 
town has confidence in its elective 
boards. But it is quite possible for confi- 
dence to be misplaced, and one of the 
safeguards against this would be a re- 
quirement that all unusual expenditures, 
atleast, be mentioned in the budget. The 
boards in Andover are usually pretty 
much afraid of the public; they spend a 
certain amount of time preparing their 
budgets and about double that time 
wondering whether they dare present 
all their needs to the public, Conse- 
quently, some officials adopt the alterna- 
tive attitude of slipping in amounts in 
their budget and hoping that the town | 
meeting won't ask too many questions 
about it. But that does not seem fair to 
the voter; furthermore, when such a 
procedure is brought to light it under- 
mines the confidence which the voters 
should have in the people they have

which examines the expenditures of all) 
the departments to see whether or not 
they are wise, and this certainly should 
be done, since each board is naturally 
possessed of a one-sided mind on many 
of its expenditures 


But this is not to say that the board of 
seleetmen should have the power of talk- 
ing over with the various departments 
the question of whether or not the ex- 
penditures are wise. The seleetmen are 
having a hard enough time taking care 
of their own financial problems. But it} 
does seem that the finance committee or | 
a sub-committee of it might advantage- 
ously perform this advisory function 
In some towns the finance committee 
does really perform all-year-round worth- 
while duties. Here in Andover, however, |

Letter Explains 
Code Authority 


A letter explaining the Lawrence Retail 


of the local Service club’s installing a local 
retail code authority was received by the 
Townsman this week from the Lawrence 
Chamber of Commerce. A copy was also sent 
to Walter E. Billings, secretary of the Service 
club, and there is a possibility that the club | 
will study the matter further 

The letter follows 
Dear Sir 

The February 16 issue of The Andover | 
Townsman carried an editorial headed 
“More Money for Lawrence?”, which re 
ferred to the Lawrence Retail Code Authority 
assessments. This article was read and dis} 
cussed at a recent meeting of the local Retait 


| Code Authority. We desire to offer a word of | 


explanation. 

In accordance with NRA’s instructions and | 
requests, application was made to the Nation 
al Retail Code Authority for authorization | 
for the Lawrence Retail Code Authority, | 
Prior to the time of filing that application | 
last December, contact was made with the | 
Methuen Board of Trade and the North | 
Andover Chamber of Commerce, to ascertain 
whether or not they intended to have their 
local Retail Code Authority. The reply was | 
that they had no such intention. There was 
no method that we knew of that contact | 
could be made with any Andover Board of 
Trade or Chamber of Commerce at that time, 
and consequently, Andover was included in 
the Lawrence Retail Code Authority pro- | 
gram as it is a community contiguous to Law- | 
tie the immediate large trading area for | 
th i 


Authority: “It is intended that every cor 
porate city, town or municipality over 2,500 | 
may have its own LRCA, Such Cities, towns | 
and municipalities as are parts of larger 
trade areas may, however, if they desire, 
come under the Retail Code Authorities set | 
up for the larger trading areas. Where such | 
voluntary combination LRCA’s are set up | 
within large cities, the LRCA of the larger 
cities or of trading areas in their jurisdiction 
may set up such local branch authorities as 
may be considered necessary, these to have 
the duties and functions of the LRCA’s, 
subject to the general supervision of the 
LRCA of the larger area. In case of the 
establishment of branch Authorities it is 
recommended that such branch Authorities 
be represented in the LRCA of the larger 
areas.” 

According to the 1930 census, Andover has 
a population of approximately 10,000, and 
can, if it so desires, have its own Retail Code 
Authority, as embodied in the opening sen- 
tence of the paragraph quoted above. 

It is our understanding that there has 
recently been organized the Andover Service 
Club, and that, as we understand, will have 
an active interest in civic affairs for your 
town. If our understanding is correct, then it 
is up to the Service Club or the Postmaster to | 
call a meeting of your mercantile interests 
which are included in the Retail Code set-up, 
to determine whether or not Andover wishes 
its own local Retail Code Authority, and if | 
so, application should be made to the Nation- | 
al Retail Code Authority for its approval 

The expenses of the Retail Code Authority, 
in accordance with Governmental instruc- 
tions, are that each merchant who comes | 
within the Retail Code may be assessed up 
to one dollar for each employee, including the 
proprietor or executive. Twenty-five cents of | 
each such assessment is to be sent to the| 
National Retail Code Authority in Washing- | 
ton, and the remainder for expenses of the 
local Retail Code Authority such as postage, 
rent, clerical hire, etc. The Lawrence Retail | 
Code Authority decided on one dollar per 
each employee as the assessment within its | 
jurisdiction 

We trust that this explanation will indicate | 
to you that neither the Lawrence Chamber of | 
Commerce, nor the Retail Merchants Council 
of the Chamber had any selfish motives 
whatsoever, and acted solely on instructions | 
under the NRA. |

Banker Sp aks 
to Service Club 


\ very interesting and enlightening talk 
was given at the meeting of the Service club 
last night by Frank P Bennett, Jr., editor of 
the United States Inves 
brought to his listeners the problem of present 
day banking and a possible solution: brane h 
banking. Mr. Bennett was introduced by 
President Charles R. Scott

Che speaker stated at the outset of his talk 
that the United States was the only country 
that has had to pay a horrid toll of bank 
failures—a sharp contrast to ¢ anada where 
not a single bank has closed its doors 

Mr. Bennett sketched brietly the history of 
banking in this country from the time when 
Jefferson's belief that branch banking was a 

| challenge to our liberty won over Hamilton 

plans for one central bank with branches to 
the present day, when again branc h banking 
is being seriously considered Down to the 
Civil War Jefierson’s feelings prevailed, 
| there being only one brief period of a national 
banking system. In those days checks, most 
essential now, were unknown, and instead the 
} bank’s own notes were passed out In return 
for deposits. Each bank’s notes had a limited 
circulation with fluctuating value from sec 

tion to section 

[his meant an insecure currency, which 
was corrected to a degree by Salmon Chas 

|‘ ivil War secretary of the treasury, who 
persuaded Congress to form a national bank 
ing system. But in time it was found that the 
| new currency of the country lac ked elasticity, 
| that the required increase and decrease in 
upply did not accompany similar changes in 


demand

| Accordingly the Federal Reserve act was 


established, and for a while it was consid red 
a panacea, But in 1921 there were from three 
to four hundred bank failures, and since then 
the number has increased yearly, reaching its 
climax in the bank holiday of a year ago 
Banks with assets totalling four billions of 
dollars were closed up in ten ye and at one 
| time two billions of dollars wer included in 
closed banks, removed from the channe Is of 
tr ide 
rhe comptroller of the currency told Mr 
Bennett that the trouble was not lack of 
| quality in the banker; rather it lay in the fact 
} that the United States was ¢ r through an 
revolution. The elopment ot 
chain stores, d industries, ete 
| removed huge balances fron mall banks Into 
central banks, with the result that bit by bit 
we have been evolving a series of small local 
banks, compelled to cast their lot with one 
local industry, rising or falling with it.

the only way of remec r the trouble was to 
provide the banks with diversified paper; in 
others words, to give loans to many indus 
tries. In that way, if one industry had a drop 
vith the others would

banks, Mr. Bennett asserted, was that in 
every one of the nine big banks there ts 
diversified paper and their strength is 
reflected in the branch banks. The speaker 
mentioned two arguments used against the 
Canadian system. The first was the chance of 
the local individual to secure a loan if the 
central bank had to approve, but Mr, Ben 
nett dismissed this by stating that the man 
who deserves credit secures tt Just as readily 
in Canada as elsewhere. The second argument 
was that the central banks would not have 
enough pioneer spirit would not reach out 
into new communities. However the speaker 
cited instances in Canada to show that with
